The treatment liquid according to the present invention is a solution having 
chromic acid anhydride, bichromate or a solution thereof to which colloidal silicic acid is 
added.

The appearance is good and the corrosion resistance is excellent.

If the concentration is high (more than 20g/l), stains occur due to the surface 
coloring or nonuniform adherence of chromic acid or bichromate.
